Therefore, the invention claimed in 
claims 1-12 is not obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-12 is novel 
and is considered to involve an inventive step.

The independent claim 13 relates to a pedal device 
comprising a first foot engagement part for use during the 
performance of conventional training exercise and a second 
pedal part that is tiltably secured to the first pedal 
part, D3 reveals a pedal device constructed in a similar 
way to the pedal device defined in claim 13. Therefore, the 
invention according to claim 13 lacks novelty.

Although claims 1, 5, 7, 10, 13, and 17 have been drafted 
as separate independent claims, they appear to relate 
effectively to the same subject-matter and to differ from 
each other only with regard to the definition of the 
subject-matter for which protection is sought and in 
respect of the terminology used for the features of that 
subject-matter. The aforementioned claims therefore lack 
conciseness. Moreover, lack of clarity of the claims as a 
whole arises, since the plurality of independent claims 
makes it difficult, if not impossible, to determine the 
matter for which protection is sought, and places an undue 
burden on others seeking to establish the extent of the 
protection. 

Hence, claims 1, 5, 7, 10, 13 and 17 do not meet the 
requirements of Article 6 PCT.

matter obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Document D4 discloses a pedal device comprising a foot 
engagement part that is tiltably secured to the pedal shaft 
and provided with adjustable means in the form of bolts 
that in a first loose position allow the tiltability of the 
foot engagement part and in a second locked position lock 
the foot engagement part against tilting motion. The 
subject matter in the independent claim 17 does not differ 
from the pedal device according to D4. Therefore, the 
invention according to claim 17 lacks novelty. On the other 
hand, the invention according to the dependent claims 18 
and 19 is not disclosed in D4 and is not considered obvious 
to a person skilled in the art. 

The invention according to claims 1-19 is considered to 
have industrial applicability. 
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
